THE  KAISER  S  TRIP  TO  PALESTINE 


151  1898.  Prussia  -  Gedenkthalar  (A  Thank  you  Thaler).

For  this  magnificent  story  we  are  indebted  to  Mel  Wacks  in  his 
article  on,  "Judaean  Journeys"  which  appeared  in  the  Shekel 
Volume  III  #4  (page  11).  On  October  12,  1898  Kaiser  Wilhelm 
sailed  on  his  private  yacht  the  Hohenzollern,  to  Constan¬ 
tinople,  where  he  was  the  Sultan's  guest.  This  was  the  first 
stop  on  his  planned  trip  to  Palestine,  which  was  still  then  part 
of  the  Turkish  empire. 

While  Wilhelm  insisted  that  there  were  no  political  motives  to 
his  pilgrimage,  he  did  manage  to  leave  the  1  urkish  capital  with 
a  contract  to  build  a  harbor  in  Haidar  Pasha,  a  concession  for  a 
German  cable  between  Constanza  and  Constantinople  and  a 
plan  for  carrying  the  German-built  Anatolian  Railway  to  Bag¬ 
dad. 

The  imperial  party  then  traveled  by  ship  to  Haifa  and  then  on  to 
Jerusalem  by  horse.  Despite  the  severe  heat,  Wilhelm  made  a 
spectacular  entrance  into  Jerusalem  on  October  29;  he  was 
dressed  in  white,  with  a  gold  eagle  a  top  his  helmet,  mounted 
on  a  black  charger. 

The  stated  purpose  of  the  trip  was  to  dedicate  the  church  of  the 
Redeemer  in  Jerusalem,  built  by  German  Protestants.  This 
church  is  portrayed  on  the  medal  commemorating  Wilhelm's 
pilgrimage.  Wilhelm's  plan  to  visit  the  Holy  Land  was  known 
by  another  group.  After  much  preparation,  a  meeting  between 
the  Kaiser  and  these  individuals  was  arranged.  Surprisingly 
these  men  were  not  royalty,  nor  heads  of  government;  in  fact 
their  "government"  was  still  a  dream. 
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The  adventurers  group,  which  included  a  merchant,  a  lawyer, 
an  engineer  and  a  physician,  was  headed  by  Theodore  Herzl, 
the  father  of  Zionism.  His  purpose  for  meeting  the  Kaiser 
privately  in  Constantinople  and  then  at  a  public  audience  in 
Jerusalem  was  to  obtain  the  intervention  of  Germany  with 
Turkey  in  the  matter  of  a  Protectorate  in  Palestine.

These  tokens  were  issued  by  Zvi  Werner,  who  came  from 
Vienna,  Austria  in  1934  to  Haifa,  Israel.  The  blank  planchets 
were  struck  in  Vienna  in  both  bronze  and  copper-nickel  (see 
next  lot)  and  were  brought  to  Israel  by  Mr.  Werner  The 
inscription  was  added  by  a  firm  in  Haifa  in  1935  when  the 
restaurant  was  opened  on  Herzl  Street.  The  tokens  weren't 
used  until  1951  wnen  the  Cafe  was  closed  due  to  the  death  of 
the  proprietor. 

The  inscription,  "Cafe/Werner/Haifa”  on  the  obv.  is  the  same 
size  on  all  of  the  tokens  causing  a  disproportion  between  the 
larger  and  smaller  tokens.  The  numerals,  h5,  10,  20,  30,  40  and 
50,v  are  also  the  same  size  regardless  of  the  denomination.  It 
has  been  said  that  the  tokens  were  actually  counting  counters, 
in  use  by  the  waiters.  It  has  also  been  said  that  they  were  used 
to  make  change  during  the  critical  coin  shortage.  It  is  possible 
that  they  were  used  both  ways  for  they  were  reordered  from 
Vienna  after  the  Cafe  was  opened.  Of  particular  interest  is  the 
fact  that  of  the  coins  circulating  into  the  numismatic  market 
place,  the  5  and  10  denominations  in  both  bronze  and  copper- 
nickel,  are  much  rarer  than  the  others.

KOLLEL  MATERIAL 

HALUKKAH,  IS  A  FINANCIAL  ALLOWANCE  FOR  THE 
SUPPORT  OF  THE  INHABITANTS  OF  EREZ,  ISRAEL 
FROM  THE  CONTRIBUTIONS  OF  THEIR 
CORELIGIONISTS  IN  THE  DISAPORA.  In  a  widder  sense, 
Halukkah  denotes  the  organized  method  of  this  support  and 
the  institutions  responsible  for  it,  especially  after  the  end  of 
the  18th  century.  The  support  given  by  the  Jews  of  the 
Disapora  to  their  brothers  in  Israel  was  customary  even  in 
ancient  times  and  there  are  references  to  it  in  the  period  of 
the  Mishna  and  the  Talmud. 

The  Halukkah  of  the  Ashkenazim  was  divided  on  the  basis 
of  a  fixed  sum  per  head.  In  addition  to  this,  scholars  received 
an  additional  allocation  in  accordance  with  their  status. 
Occasionally  there  were  supplementary  allocations  derived 
from  special  contributions  which  the  "Kollel”  received  apart 
from  its  regular  income.  The  Halukkah  allocations  differ 
from  the  "Kollel”  to  "Kollel”  according  to  the  income  and 
the  number  of  members.  In  1913  the  Halukkah  of  the 
Hungarian  "Kollel”  was  100  Francs  for  every  person  each 
year,  while  that  of  the  Holland-German  "Kollel”  was  360 
Francs  for  a  couple  with  a  further  80  Francs  for  each.  These 
were  the  two  most  firmly  established  "Kolelim”.  Generally 
the  Halukkah  allocation  was  far  from  sufficient  to  provide 
for  the  requirements  of  those  who  received  it,  and  the 
possibilities  of  gaining  a  livlihood  were  extremely  limited  in 
Jerusalem,  most  of  the  Halukkah  beneficiaries  lived  in  pov¬ 
erty.  They  and  their  "Kolelim”  were  generally  in  debt.  In 
light  of  this  there  was  a  great  deal  of  friction  between  the 
individual  members  ofthe  Kolelim  themselves. 

The  Halukkah  was  a  decisive  factor  in  the  existence  and 
development  of  the  Jewish  population  in  Palestine.  Its 
importance  grew  during  the  19th  century,  when  immigra¬ 
tion  reached  serious  proportions.  At  that  time  Palestine  was 
economically  poor  and  was  ruled  by  a  retarded  and  corrupt 
government.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Yishuv  could 
not  have  existed,  much  less  have  grown,  had  it  not  been 
organized  within  the  framework  of  the  "Kolelim,”  who 
provided  for  their  people  and  gathered  money  from  abroad.

An  extremely  rare  and  desirable  item  last  sold  publicly  at 
auction  in  the  1973  Promised  Lands  auction  sale.  We  quote  from 
that  catalogue  lot  #635,  "the  Anglo-Palestine  Bank,  acting  in 
consonance  with  the  Jewish  National  Authorities,  ordered  the 
Shoshani  Printing  House  in  Tel  Aviv  to  print  a  set  of  four 
banknotes  that  could  be  used  in  Israel  in  the  event  that  notes 
being  printted  in  the  United  States  failed  to  arrive.  The  preven¬ 
tion  of  a  money  crisis  was  the  order  of  the  day,  so  the  company 
printed  in  complete  secrecy  7,465,000  (Palestine  Pounds  valua¬ 
tion),  worth  of  these  four  notes.  After  the  printing,  the  notes 
were  left  in  the  custodial  care  of  the  Haganah  for  protection 
from  any  outside  source.  These  notes  were  printed  in  April  of 
1948,  dated  May  14,  1948,  and  would  have  keen  the  standard 
currency,  but  the  shipment  from  the  American  Banknote  Com¬ 
pany  did,  in  fact,  arrive.  The  currency  was  kept  in  Israel  until 
September  1948,  when  it  was  destroyed  under  government 
supervision.  One  set  of  the  four  banknotes  was  presented  by 
the  Anglo-Palestine  Bank  to  the  numismatic  museum  of  Israel 
(later  the  Kadman  Museum).''  .  .  . 

At  the  time  of  the  Haffner  sale  it  was  considered  that  this  set 
was  the  only  collectible  set  outside  of  the  Kadman  Museum. 
Our  research  indicates  to  us  that  there  are  at  least  8  other  sets, 
four  in  institutions  and  four  in  private  hands  including  this 
one.  Regardless  of  its  population  it  should  be  considered  one  of 
the  extreme  rarities  of  all  collectible  Israel  currency.

As  written  on  page  361  of  Sylvia  Haffner's  book,  "History  of 
Modern  Israel's  Money,  1917-1970",  "the  lack  of  small  change 
at  the  time  of  the  establishment  of  the  State  of  Israel  in  May  of 
1948,  created  difficulties  in  the  muncipality  of  Tel  Aviv  in  the 
process  of  the  collection  of  taxes.  The  municipality  of  Tel  Aviv 
therefore,  issued  notes  to  be  used  as  change  when  collecting 
taxes.  On  August  15,  1948,  the  first  notes  were  released.  On 
August  1,  1949,  the  municipality  of  Tel  Aviv  recalled  the  notes 
as  the  government  of  Israel  had  now  placed  into  circulation  a 
supply  of  fractional  notes  in  small  denominations  of  coins.  The 
municipality  of  Tel  Aviv  returned  to  its  treasury  coupons 
valued  at  22,710  and  a  total  of  295,888  coupons  or  88%  OF  THE 
TOTAL  ISSUE.  Remaining  at  large  were  notes  with  a  total 
value  of  3,640  of  both  denominations  of  14%  of  the  total  notes 
issued.  There  is  no  breakdown  available  by  denomination  of 
the  notes  in  existence'.  These  notes  were  in  circulation  in  Tel 
Aviv  from  September  of  1948  to  August  of  1949.  They  are 
excessively  rare.

In  September  1939  the  Germans  occupied  Poland.  Lodz  the 
second  largest  town  in  Poland,  with  a  Jewish  population  of 
approximately  250,000  was  called  Litzmannstadt  under  the 
Third  Reich.  On  May  3,  1940  the  ghetto  located  in  the  northern 
part  of  town  was  closed.  All  personal  relations  with  the  Aryan 
world  were  under  penalty  ot  death  forbidden.  The  Germans 
chose  an  elder  of  the  Jews,  Chaim  Mordechai  Rumkowski  to 
rule  with  the  illusion  of  autonomy.  It  was  through  his  urging 
that  these  notes  were  issued.  To  keep  secret  the  numbers  of 
Jews  in  the  ghetto  that  were  being  exterminated  the  Germans 
intercepted,  from  July  17  to  September  16,  1940,  and  from 
January  8,  1942  to  May  9,  1944,  all  mail  from  the  ghetto  to  the 
outside  world.

During  the  second  World  War  the  Nazi  regime  in  Germany 
embarked  upon  a  program  of  forging  the  higher  denomination 
notes  of  Great  Britain.  In  part,  this  program  was  undertaken 
with  the  long  range  idea  of  undermining  the  British  economy 
by  flooding  that  country  with  its  own  money  (a  task  at  which 
the  Bank  of  England  proved  far  more  adept)  and  also  partially 
to  provide  the  Third  Reich  with  urgently  needed  foreign 
excnange  reserves  for  purchases  of  strategic  materials  through 
neutral  countries.  Operation  Bernhard  took  its  name  from  Major 
Bernhard  Kruger,  and  erstwhile  textile  machine  engineer  and 
member  of  tne  Sicherheitsdienst  (SD)  the  most  notorious 
branch  of  the  Gestapo. 

Kruger  drifted  into  counterfeiting  first  by  forging  Canadian 
and  British  documents,  including  passports.  Starting  in  1940, 
the  Nazis  broke  the  Bank  of  England  paper  and  serial  letter 
codes  while  various  German  firms  tried  to  duplicate  the  portals 
banknote  paper  which  was  the  chief  protection  of  the  notes  - 
the  printing  being  remarkably  crude  for  so  valuable  a  currency. 
By  August  1942,  the  Germans  had  overcome  most  of  the 
technical  problems  and  it  was  now  necessary  to  find  workmen 
for  this  confidential  work.  Kruger's  solution  was  to  clear  an 
area  in  the  Sachsenhausen  Prison  and  to  import  into  it  hand 
picked  prisoners  from  within  the  entire  German  concentration 
camp  system.  The  great  bulk  of  these  men  were  either  Jews  or 
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ersons  with  Jewish  ancestory.  As  none  of  these  individuals 
ad  any  prior  experience  in  counterfeiting,  the  arrival,  in 
January  of  1943,  of  Solomon  Smolianoff,  was  important  since 
he  was  a  Russian  Jew  who  had  long  been  in  the  counterfeiting 
business  centering  on  the  British  currency.  As  "Solly"  got  on 
well  with  Kruger  and  Kruger,  for  his  part,  was  prepared  to 
keep  his  promises  of  good  treatment  and  perhaps  ultimate 
salvation  for  these  prisoners.  Operation  Bernhard  moved  for¬ 
ward.  By  the  end  of  the  war  over  $600  million  had  been  printed, 
40%  of  it  in  £5  notes,  20%  in  £10,  £20  and  £50  notes.  There  were 
also  a  few  £100,  £500  and  £1,000  notes.  Some  of  these  notes  were 
used  to  help  free  Mussolini  on  September  12,  1943,  and  tor 
information  received  from  Elyesa  Bozna,  a  Turkish  valet  to  the 
British  ambassador  to  Turkey,  Sir  Hughe  Knatchbull- 
Hugessen  in  "Operation  Cicero."  The  lewish  prisoners  who 
made  these  notes  were  a  good  deal  luckier  than  most  of  their 
co-religionists.  Though  removed  to  Mauthausen  and  from 
thence  to  Ebensee,  one  of  its  annexes,  the  order  for  their 
execution  never  got  carried  out,  though  the  arrival  of  the 
Americans  on  May  5,  1945  was  scarcley  a  minute  too  soon. 
All  of  the  known  notes  were  dated  between  1934  and  1939  and 
were  signed  by  Kenneth  Oswald  Peppiatt,  an  employee  of  the 
Bank  of  England  since  1911,  Chief  Cashier  from  1934  to  1949 
and  later  a  director  to  1957.  Only  thin  paper  was  used.

Esther  who  was  the  daughter  of  Abihail  and  the  central 
character  in  the  Biblical  book  or  scroll  named  after  her  (Megillat  Esther). 
The  subject  of  the  work  is  the  deliverance  of  the  Jews  of  Persia  in  the 
time  of  King  Ahasuerus,  on  account  of  which 
the  reading  of  the  scroll  of  Esther  and  the  festival  of  Purim  were 
instituted.  According  to  the  story,  Esther  was  married  to 
Ahasuerus  and,  through  her  intervention  with  him,  and  with 
the  aid  of  her  kinsman  Mordecai,  succeeded  in  averting  the 
annihilation  of  the  Persian  Jewish  community  planned  by  the 
King's  advisor,  Haiman.  Scholars  are  divided  as  to  the  histori¬ 
cal  value  of  the  work.  The  date  of  its  composition  is  generally 
placed  in  the  Persian  period  -  i.e.  before  300  B.C.E.  In  second 
temple  times  the  scroll  of  Esther  was  already  apparently 
included  in  the  canon.  Its  reading  on  Purim  was  made  obligat¬ 
ory,  and  special  talmudic  tractate  was  written  on  the  relevant 
regulations.  As  it  was  customary  for  congregants  in  the 
synagogue  to  follow  the  reading  from  a  written  text  in  the  same 
form  -  but  not  subject  to  the  same  regulations  -  as  that  used  by 
the  reader,  it  became  one  of  the  favorite  objects  of  Jewish  folk 
art.
